“The chief hindrance to progress comes from three ele­ 
ments, which, thank God. grow less in importance with the 
growt h of a clear understanding of our purposes,” declared 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, 32nd President of the United States, 
in his Memorial day address here this afternoon before a 
large crowd in the Gettysburg National cemetery. 
“These groups are those who seek to stir up political 
animosity or to build political advantage by the distortion of 
facts; those who, by declining to follow the rules of the game 
seek to gain an unfair advantage over those who live up to 
the rules; and those few who still, because they have never 
been willing to take an interest in their fellow Americans, 
iwell inside of their own narrow spheres of Sectionalism which 
has no place in our national life.” 
Mr. Roosevelt dwelt briefly on the efforts of Washing­ 
ton to gain a wider knowledge of political and general af­ 
fairs through his various journeys in an effort to consolidate 
the nation under one common bond. 
The president quoted Washington as saying “the name 
of America, which belongs to you, in your national capacity, 
must always exalt the just pride of patriotism, more than 
any appellation derived from local discrimination.” 
Mr. Roosevelt said “we still have at stake a partner­ 
ship in the government of our country” and that the eventual 
culmination of all working together brings about the success­ 
ful conclusion of such a thought. 
“Washington and Jefferson and Jackson and Lincoln and 
Theodore Roosevelt and Woodrow Wilson sought and worked 
for a consolidated nation. You and I have it in our power to 
attain that great ideal. 
We can do this by following the 
peaceful methods prescribed under the broad and resilient 
provisions of the constitution of the United States,” the 
President declared.

Maine, E and H from Vermont and 
F and G from New Hampshire, the 
requirements for admission were th** 
same as those for the first. 
Use Specially Made Rifles 
In 1862 the First regiment was 
ordered to the Peninsula and at­ 
tached to the Fifth corps, Army of 
the Potomac. It took an active part 
in the siege of Yorktown, Virginia, 
where It was supplied with Sharps 
rifles manufactured expressly for 
them, and with these and their 
deadly aim compelled the enemy’s 
batteries to withdraw. 
In 1863 the 
regiment was transferred 
to the 
Third corps and served with it at 
the battle of Gettysburg; where its 
services as well as that of the Sec­ 
ond which was also attached to the 
Third corps will be more fully de­ 
scribed later in this narrative. 
At 
Chuncellorsville thus regiment cap­ 
tured 
the 
Twenty-third 
Georgia 
regiment. In 1864 it was transfer­ 
red to the Second corps, Army of 
the Potomac. 
The Second regiment began Its 
active 
service 
with 
McDowell’s 
j forces at Rappahannock, Virginia. 
In 1862, and served successively with 
the First, Third and Second corps. 
Colonel Fox in his "Regimental Loss­ 
es,*’ has Included both regiments In 
his list of “Three Hundred Fighting 
Regiments,” and gives the losses of 
the 
First as 
153 killed and 393 
1 wounded out of an enrollment of 
j 1,392. In addition to the other loss­ 
es 129 men were last by disease, ac­ 
cidents and In prison. The Second 
regiment with a total enrollment of 
1,178 lost in killed 125 and 337 
wounded, and In addition to these 
125 died by diseases, accidents and 
j In prisons. The First regiment par­ 
ticipated in 24 battles and the Sec­ 
ond in 21; in addition to these both 
were In many skirmishes. 
’Shooters Occupy Barns, Houses 
It should be remembered 
that 
when a battle was about to begin 
the sharpshooters were sent forward 
as skirmishers in detachments, and 
did not move out in regular forma­ 
tion like the infantry units. When 
buildings were available or other 
places where they could secrete 
themselves from observation and 
from which they could take deliberate 
aim and fire with more deadly effect, 
these places were usually occupied 
by the sharpshooters. As examples 
of this kind that were occupied by 
Confederate sharpshooters at Get- 
man, tysburg. the Bliss buildings midway 


part of the field. During the morn­ 
ing of the 2nd. there was consider­ 
able picket firing along this front. 
General Lee at this time was ex- i 
tending his line of battle to the j 
right, and in order to ascertain what 1 
was being done Colonel Berdan was I 
sent forward on a reconnaissance 
by order of General Birney to whose 
division 
of 
the Third corps the 
sharpshooters were attached. 
Berdan’s Reconnaissance 
Berdan 
in 
his 
report 
says; 
“About 
7:30 
a. rn. I received ! 
orders to send forward a detach­ 
ment of IOO sharpshooters to dis­ 
cover if possible to find out what I 
the enemy was doing. * * * As it 
was not passible with this force 
to proceed far enough to discover 
what 
was being done by the 
enemy in roar of the woods, I re­ 
ported the fact to Major-General 
Birney, and about ll a. in. I re­ 
ceived an order from him to send 
out another detachment of IOO 
sharpshooters farther to the left 
of our lines, and take the Third 
Maine Volunteers as support, with 
directions to feel the enemy, and 
to discover his movements if pos­ 
sible. 
“I moved down the Emmitsburg 
road some distance beyond our ex­ 
treme 
left 
and 
deployed 
the 
sharpshooters in a line nearly east 
and west, and moved forward in a 
northerly direction parallel with 
the Emmitsburg road. 
We soon 
came upon the enemy, and drove * 
them 
sufficiently 
to 
discover 
three columns In motion in rear 
of the woods. We attacked them 
vigorously on the flank and were 
enabled to do great execution and 
throw their formation into con­ 
fusion. 
They soon rallied, how­ 
ever. and attacked us; when hav­ 
ing accomplished the object of the 
reconnaissance I withdrew under 
cover of tne woods, bringing ofr 
most of our wounded and reported 
about 2 o’clock to Major-General 
Birney the result of our operations 
and discoveries.” 
The 
woods 
mentioned In the 
foregoing report are known as the 
Pitzer woods, and the place of the 
engagement has been marked by a 
fine monument that was erected by 
the state of New York in memory of 
the New York companies that par­ 
ticipated in the reconnaissance.
